Park Snarled 


By Red Tape 


Supervisors Learn 
That Federal Laws 


M a y be Needed First 
A red-tape snarl has apparent­ 
ly developed in stalp and pountv 
plans for thp pstahlishmpnt of a 
state park on northpast shorp of 
thp Saltón Spa. 
According to thp bureau of 
reclamation, federal legislation 
m ay be needed to pnable the 
transfer of bureau lands to the 
statp. 
C. A. BISSELL, acting regional 
director for the bureau, which 
m aintains its regional office at 
Boulder City. Nevada, wrote the 
state that the land under first 
form withdrawal under the act 
for use in connection with the 
Imnerial Valley Irrigation pro­ 
ject."The laws have been review­ 
ed." he wrote, "and insofar as 
this office can ascertain there is 
no authority contained in the 
reclammation laws which would 
permit the hureau to convey title 
to the lands or to permit an ex­ 
change of public lands for the 
purpose of establishing the pro­ 
posed park." 
HE POINTED OUT that his of 
fice had no objection to es­ 
tablishment of the park and 
would cooperate with efforts to 
accomplish the plan. 
The property involved lies in 
section 2, T 8 S. R 10 E, along the 
section of beach between Mort- 
m ar and Saltón. Its use as a 
public recreation area has long 
been sought by Coachella valley 
sporte and civic groups. 
In com menting on Bissell's let­ 
ter. John A. Hennessey, supervis­ 
ing lands officer for the state 
division of beaches and parks, 
said there is evidently no im ­ 
mediate w ay by which the state 
can obtain title to the property. 
.i COPIES of the correspondence 
of ere reviewed bv the board of 
lattpervisors Tuesday. 
"There are several ways this 
land can be acquired," Super­ 
visor James Easley commented. 
He ordered copies of the letters 
made for Congressman J o h n 
Phillips and Clyde H o w e l l .
